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Local Issh'ks of Steamboats, I 
I/ouit>viile, Ky., Nov. 4, lHfio. j 
William D. Gallagher, Surveyor ot Cus- 
toms: Sir— Herewith we present a report ol 
a ca»e of collision by the steamers Liberty 
No. 2 and the stern-'wheel steamer Miami, 
which took place <>u ih>' morning ol the 3d 
of September, 1*05, near Metropolis. Illi- 
nois, on the Ohio river, and by which the 
Miami was damaged to a considerable ex- 
tent It xeenis that the Miami was bound 
down, and had occasion to land at the 
wharf-boat at Metropolis; that she had 
done so, and, alter finishing her business, 
at about 4 o'clock in the^ morning, 
she backed out from the wharf-boat, stern 
up stream, and had started on her way 
down, with her head pointed towards the 
Kentucky shore; that when she had thus 
proceeded but a short distance down, and 
below the wharf-b<>at, and when she had 
approached near the middle of the river, 
she was signalled by an ascending boat bv 
two sounds of the steam-whistle, as an in 
dication that such boat intended to keep to 
the left of her; the signal was promptly an- 
swered by the Miami in like manner, and, 
as her pilot alleges, was steered accord- 
ingly. 

The ascending boat was the Liberty No. 
2, and she it was, as was her duty to have 
mude the signal; and, as the wil- 
who testified for her allege, she 
fred accordingly; while tbOM 
who testify for the Miami allege with 
equal earnestness that she was not so steer- 
ed, and did, alter baring made her signal?;, 
imperially chauge her course and b ar u > 
towards them, the Miami, and from tsMB 
cause, and this alone, do they attribute the 
collision. Be these statements, BO conlliet- 
iug as they are, as they may be. certain it 
is that the collision did occur as admitted 
bv both parties, but a short distance below 
Metropolis, not over a mile and a half be- 
low, and near the middle of the river, and 
where the river isquite wide, and with con- 
siderable room ou either side of both ol 
them, had they have chosen to occupy it 
without (Colliding. The proof on tne j art 
of the Liberty goes to show that her inten- 
tion was to laud at the wharf boat at Me- 
tropolis, and that she was so near the wharf 
boat before making her signals tbat there 
was nothing to hinder or prevent her after 
making .such signals to have gone at least 
two huudred yard- nearer Hie liliu ha shore 
than she was at the time ot collision, and 
had she done so no collision could, by any 
possibility, have happened. The handling 
of the Miami seems to have been littler; 
she approached the middle of the river, 
which was her proj»er piece, aa soon as she 
could do so, after leaving the wharf boat. 
And while we admit iBsBt iLe news of bo'h 
boats acted with commendable prudence 
in slopping and backing theireugiut-s when 
they discovered a collision inevitable, slill 
we must, to use an old adage, say, that an 
ounce of pr.-veutiou is better than a pound 
of cure, and had but half an ounce ol pre- 
caution been used in this case, no collision 
could have happened. 

And because the pilot of the Liberty No. 
2, Samuel K. Archer, did not, as required 
bv rule third of pilots' rules, coniorui to 
the requirements therein contained, and 
did, by bis failure, cause much damage to 
the Miami, and thereby placing the lives of 
many persous in great peril, his licvn.se to 
act aa pilot of steamers is hereby revoked 
tor the space of ninety davs from the date 
of this notice.

t.eu. Bank's Report. 

Gen. Banks's rej»ort of the disastrous Bed 
Biver expedition has been published. It is 
a long and elaborate document. Tne « »eu- 
eral says the expedition was ordered by the 
Secretary ot War and by < ienerfl Ualleck, 
then < >mmauder-in-Chief. The failure of 
the expedition is attributed in the main to 
the naval force under Admiral Porter, 
which, instead of helping the land troops, 
was busy in collecting cottou. The army 
was thus twice delayed, for sixteen days at 
Alexandria, and for three at (Viand Ecore. 
'i ii • enemy were thus afforded time for con- 
centration. Ou this point the report i- very 
emphatic. It asserts that every position of 
diihculiy in which the army was placed 
was "the immediate and direct const quence 
of delay in the operations of tUe navy." 
Gen. Banks continues that it has ever been 
his rule to forbear making complaints til 
the official action of others, but he adds: "I 
feel it a solemn duty to say, in Ibis official 

official statements n latingto the campaign* 
are at variance with the truth, of which 
there are many thdUsaud living witnesses, 
and do foul injustice to the officers and sol- 
diers of the army, living and dead." 

The report says the partial disintegration 
of the army caused embarrassment, but 
not failure. After referring to General 
Steele's inability to form a junction, the 
withdrawal of tne marine brigade, and the 
fact that A. J. Smith's could remain only 
thirty days, he expresses the opinion that 
the army could not have maintained itself 
at Shreveport, even if it had reached that 
place. A stronger force would have been 
required, for it would be necessary to make 
Shreveport a base of offensive as well as 
deteusive operations. Such an extensive 
campaign was not included in tne original 
Ulan, and was afterward forbidden by or- 

eneral Banks 
that was fought 



In a report made by Br. Edwin M. Snow, 
of Providence, Rhode Island, to the Board 
of Aldermen, of that city, the Doctor says : 
So far as the city of Providence is con- 
cerned, if quarantine regulations were of 
any value, they would be useless here, 
while we have communications a dozen 
times daily with New York and < th< r < i- 
Uee : bn( I hero is no principle more certain- 
ly established in the minds of all intelligent 
observers of the disease, than that quaran- 
tine regulation* are absolutely ami utterly 
useless to prevent the introduction and 
spread of Asiatic cholera. 

The cholera can not prevail as an epide- 
mic without the presence of a certain mys- 
terious condition of the atmosphere, of 
this atmospheric condition little is known ; 
but it is known that its presence or absence 
is not affected or regulated in the slightest 
possible degree by quarantine measures. 
Vessels may have the cholera on board, and 
mav laud the sick on our shores, but the 
dis e a s e will never become epidemic, nor 
si>re»d among tUe people, until that mys- 
terious atmospheric condition is present. 
But that atmospheric cause may come and 
be present, and the disease may spread 
epidemically, without any 
the arrival of vessels from 
disease exists. 

If not a single vessel should arrive in our 
port- during the next five years it would not 
make a single day's difference in the pres- 
emv or absence of the cholera as an epi- 
demic. 6 

'i no doctrine Mated so positively in the 
document from the United States Legation 
at Constantinople, thatc/totVra it contagious, 
is equally opposed to the opinions of physi- 
Otaaa and others who have seen the disease, 
and is calculated to work most serious in- 
jury, if fully believed, in any community 
v\h> re the disease exists. If the cholera 
was actually contagious, in the ordinary 
acceptation of the term, a panic would ex- 
ist, and it would be difficult to obtain nurs- 
es, or medical attendance for the same. But 
no intelligent medical observer of the dis- 
ease in this country, at the present tlay be- 
lieves that cholera is contagious. I have, 
m w-lf, in two epidemics of cholera in this 
country, seen a great number of cases of the 
disease, and have carefully observed and 
studied its causes and progress, and I niay 
say, in common with many others who have 
made similar observation, that we know 
thai ch dtra is not contagioiL . ^ 

Dr. Snow adds : 

The causes of cholera, are, first, the mys- 
terious atmospheric condition of which we 
have spoken ; and, second, local conditions 
of filth anil impure air. The disease can 
not prevail without the combined presence 
of these two causes. The first cause is be- 
yond human control : it advances and re- 
cedes in obedience to the laws of which we 
know nothinz ; jt crosses continents and 
oceans as freely as the winds of heaven, 
and it would be as reasonable to attempt to 
control the movements of the east wind, as 
to attempt to control the movements of this 
cause of cholera by quarantine restrictions. 
But the second cause of cholera, and with- 
out which the first would be comparatively 
powerless for evil, is, to a very great ex- 
tent, within our control, and here is where 
our duty lies.

land, and occupying a high Government 
position. • 
"ZrniCH, October 15, 16C5. 

".Mv Deai; : * * The man Wirz is, 

you know, a native of Zurich. His reputa- 
tion here is bad. He was a 'weigher' in the 
railroad depot here, and was dismissed for 
accepting bribes to return false weight. 
About the same time his wife obtained a 
divorce ou the ground of gross ill-treat- 
m-ut. Thereupon he went to America, 
whence he returned some two years ago, 
sj>>rting the uniform of a rebel captain, 
spent money freely, but didn't pay his old 
■ t-, and boasted largely of his iuiluence 
and position witu the rebel Government, 
and pretended to be its agent in shipping 
and enlisting men in Germany and .-Swit- 
zerland, in purchasing supplies, dec. 

"He is quite respectably connected, yet 
there is no sort of sympathy for him, pub- 
lic opinion being that he is guilty of all with 
which he is charged, as his antecedents 
show he might be. So I think when you 
hang him you will hang a scoundrel in any 
event — a very devil, according to the pub- 
lished r: ports of the trial which we get 
here." • • •

Intelligence comes by the last steauier 
that Prussia and Austria have notified the 
free city of l'rankfort-on-the-Main that the 
"coarse attacks in that city upon the two 
principal German powers cannot be tolerat- 
ed," and that the Senate of Frankfort have 
sent back a spirited reply, in which they 
declare their purpose to maintain the inde- 
pendence of their town. TJiis is another 
complication growing out or the Schleswig- 
Holstein question. The liberal deputies of 
the German legislative bodies constituting 
what is called Abgeordneten-Verem, or 
Deputies League, have recently met in 
Frankfort to protest against the partition of 
the duchies ol Schleswig and Holstein be- 
tween Prussia and Austria, which v/as con- 
summated at the Gastcin convention. It is 
supposed that these liberal deputies favor 
the claims of the Duke of Augustenburg to 
the duchies Schleswig and Holstein. At 
any rate they are opposed to the aggrandize- 
ment of Prussia and Austria in the division 
of spoils lately effected at Gastein. They 
met at Frankfort to put their protest upon 
record, and it is not unlikely that they 
characterized the Gastein business as flat 
burglary as ever was committed — as indeed 
U \v.t-. 

It can make little difference to the world 
at large whether Prussia and Austria annex 
the duchies lately wrested from Denmark, 
with j or whether they are bestridden by another 
the ! petty Duke, who shall take his little place 
and wear his big wig among his fellows of 
the German f-ystem. But it is important 
that lreedom of speech should be maintain- 
ed in Frankfort, else her title of free city 
has come to naught. If Prussia may dictate 
what shall, and what shall not, be said in 
Frankfort, there is an end to even the sem- 
blance of liberty in any part of Germany. 
Revolutions have grown out of smaller en- 
croachments upon the rights of the people 
than this.— Chicago Tribune. 



No More Barbarian*. 

Some time ago we noticed tnat some 
Southern journals were advocating the in- 
troduction of barbarous Asiatic coolies into 
th« Southern States. An article in the New 
I »rleans Pieayune relates, that an enterpris- 
ing firm of capitalists in New Orleans has 
written to the Secretary of State, to inquire 
if the Government would offer any obsta- 
cles to such an undertaking. 

We trust that Congress will, at once, 
when it meets, put a stop to such enter- 
prizes, by an act totally prohibiting the en- 
trance ol Africans or Asiatics as residents 
tojhis country. We do not want any more 
barbarians; we have as much as we can do 
n®w to assimilate depraved, vicious and ig- 
norant elements. It is notorious that only 
the worst class of Hindoos and Chiuese emi- 
grate ; the worst of a race which is rotten to 
the core ; the offscourings of a population 
steeped in criuie and vice. And these it is 
proposed to bring hither. 

It should be remembered that every coo- 
lie brought to a Southern State will keep 
out a hundred whites. No greater injury 
could be done to the South, than to open 
the door to this mad enterprize of introduc- 
ing half-civilized Asiatics there as the 
working-class. The South is now suffer- 
ing lioni the ignorance in which the slave 
policy kept half its population. It bitterly 
needs, not additions to its iguorant class, 
but a large intusion of intelligence. It 
would be a shrewd measure in any South- 
ern State, to adopt a law prohibiting the 
settlement within its borders ot any strang- 
er who can not read, write and cipher — if 
Mich a la w were possible. It would pay 
t!:e South to oiler large prizes for the intro- 
duction of considerable numbers of educat- 
ed and skilled laborers. But to bring in 
coolies is madness.— [N. Y. Post.

The l''nmil> of Jefferson Davis, 
From the Uk uniocd Timet*, October 2.1, 
Mr. Jefferson Davis was well known by 
siiiht to most of the citizens of Richmond 
and sojourners here during the war. He 
might he seen any morning walking with 
erect mien and measured military step 
from his residence on Clay street, to his of- 
fice, in the third >-tory of tne Custom Hou-e; 
or any evening during lite Spring and Sum- 
mer of lHiJ, the latter part of lsxil, and the 
early months of the present year, at which 
several times the Federal host* were laying 
seige to Richmond, riding to the front 
alone, or accompanied by a single aid. 
These fi tquent oecas ons gave all an oppor- 
tunity of hecoming familiar with his ap- 
pearanec. With Mrs. Davis it was differ- 
ent. Few of our citizens, beyond the con- 
grecatioii oi Saint Paid's Charcfi, ever saw 
her, and not more than a duzeu visited her 
sociably. She aud her sister, Miss Howell, 
found their society amoug the wives aud 
daughters of Confederate officials, who, 
with the s'aff and post officers of the Confed- 
erate army, made up what was known as 
the "Court Circle." Though Mr. Davis' 
family was little known to our people, th^y. 
for four years, held suc'a high positions 
heie, that their fate must be a matter of 
some Interest to us. With the purpose of 
atatuig their wnereabovta this paragraph 
was begun. 

Mrs. Jefferson Davis is residing at the 
hou-e ofa Mr. Schuyler, near Augusta, Oa. 
She enjoys her usual robust health, is un 
der no sui veillance, and is permitted to 
correspond at will with her husband and 
friends. Mrs. Howell, Mrs. Davis' mother, 
is iu Canada, in charge ot the children of 
the latter, of whom, Maggie, aged eleven 
years,is at the convent of the Sacred Heart, 
and Jeff., aged nine, is at school at Lennox- 
ville, distant Irom Montreal sixty miles. 

Burton N. Harrison and Colonel Lub- 
bock, of Mr. Davis' military family, are 
still in solitary conliuement at Fort Dela- 
ware.

POLITICIANS BE -II I S I 

We have always given a^large proportion 
of those concerned in the late rebellion 
some little credit for being sincere in their 
attempts to overthrow tbe Government, of 
having to some degree an intelligent under- 
standing of som<> things which they be- 
lieved to be strong reasons for their course. 
Aud^it is not likely that any of their lead- 
ers, even in their present indecent and 
ominous solicitude about getting recon- 
structed and rebaptized into the Union, in 
less time than it takes the commonest dem- 
agogue under an extraordinary pressure to 
turn a complete somerset, will have the 
hardihood to deny that this view is the 
proper one. YVe have, as a consequence, 
repeatedly taken occasion to express our 
decided opposition to the haste with which 
these people are seeking to rush back into 
Congress and into tbe Union. This rushing 
headlong Uuionward, even without the 
spiteful and rebellious outbursts heard all 
along the line, would be mo 
suspicious. 

The conversion claimed wps too sudden 
to reach all the centers of the corruption; or, 
allowing it to be genuine, it was too great 
to be implicitly trusted while yet it was but 
a day old. New principles, especially those 
involving a moral.and political course di- 
i ocd> opposite to that which has been pur- 
sued for years, must be lived with, prayed 
ovei and inwardly fought for, and for some 
time, too, belore a man can safely say they 
are his, and are an integral part of himself. 
The North did not ask for nor expect mira- 
cles of revolution of feeling and conviction 
iu the Southern people. Time and use

Aud so, from the lirst, it was prudent to 
the manifestations which so imme- 
diately aud generally appeared, as mainly 
due to a relapst* of the old chronic com- 
plaint, which tour years of drugging by the 
most skillful and vigorous practitiouers ol 
the North had apparently expelled from the 
Southern system— a relapse brought on to 
some extent, we may believe, by an attack 
.•••liticians' and demagogues' fever. 
I. was the men thus doubly diseased who 
would have Stale Conventions called, get 
elected to them and initiate the policy of the 
uew States. They weretheuieu who would 
get elected to Congress and to all the State 
offices. As a result, the m«ss of the people 
in the South would not be represented in 
those Conventions; they would be Conven- 
tions, not of the people, but of men returned 
to their wallow in the mire of treason and 
political corruption. And do not the pro- 
ceedings of these Conventions thus far fur- 
nish shameful illustration in abundance, of 
all that might have been predicted in this 
view of the matter? 

But we rejoice to see here and there an 
indication that confirms the correctness of 
the view that the political movement would 
be much more to the credit of the South, 
though perhaps less profitable to the blind 
selfishness of mere politicians, it the busi- 
ness had been left with the people where it 
belonged. The wishes of the General Gov- 
ernment being definitely made known 
throughout the country, the masses should 
have been trusted to decide something as to 
the measures to be adopted and to select 
those for law-makers most likely to conform 
to the true spirit of those requirements. We 
hear of some true men, some who have aid- 
ed the rebellion all they could, but now are 
willing to let the present and future welfare 
of the conn try stand first. 

Here are the words of one such man, 
writing to the Intelligencer of Atlanta, Ga.: 
I was an original secessionist, but I am 
not a candidate for Congress; neither do I 
think any man who was an original seces- 
sionist ought to be a candidate. We ought 
to elect a man from the Seventh District 
who can take the "test oath." He ought to 
be a man who has never had anything to 
do with the war. Let the war men wait at 
ae term for the good of the country, 
is advice befitting a manly and trust- 
worthy citizen. Had all the original seces- 
sionists and leading war men, and mere 
politicians ol every stripe, felt as did this 
man, and waited one year, or two if need 
be, "for the good of the country," the work 
of reconstruction would have been im- 
facilitated. The goal will be 
ultimately, but a proper regard for 
the welfare of the country will further the 
work. 

The Savannah Republican is sure that the 
rebel debt of that State would stand no 
chance of being paid if the people could be 
heard. It says: 

The attempt to fasten the enormous debt 
of upward of twenty millions of dollars 
upon the impoverished people of our State 
is a bold move, but cannot, trom the very 
nature of its gross injustice, be successful.

Who are the parties that will sanction the 
liquidation of this heavy debt? Not the 
people we are sure. It is simply tolling the 
knell of Georgia to prate about paying this 
debt, and it cannot and will not be done if 
the voice of the people can be heard. 

This sounds very differently from that 
rebellious ebullition that occurred in the 
Georgia Convention on the twenty-eighth 
of last month, when those "highly sensitive 
and almost belligerent" (towards the Gen- 
eral Government) men who claimed to rep- 
resent the people, set forth how they would 
feel and what they would do if the repudi- 
ation of this debt were made a condition of 
the return of the State to the Union. 

We might quote other equally healthy 
sentiments from other papers of the South. 
These seutiments will spread and strength- 
en. And now that the delusion that recon- 
struction might be forced fast enough to 
get the Southern delegations into Washing- 
ton before Congress assembled and seize 
control of that body, has been knocked out 
of these chaps by the sweeping triumph 
just won at the polls by the Administra- 
tion, we may expect to have stronger and 
more frequent utterances of a like charac- 
ter.

HeNry Wnu.-'-To-day has been set apart 
for the execution of Henry Wirt, the keep- 
er of the Andersonville prison, in which so 
many of our Union soldiers perished dur- 
ing the war. Henry Wirz had nothing re- 
markable in his appearance. His education 
was limited, and he never exhibited much 
talent— just the man to make a ready tool 
to carry out the plans of baser men. He 
was sycophantic in disposition, constantly 
courtiug favor; no moral character what- 
ever. In disposition he was timid, fearing 
collision with any one. In other words, he 
was just the man for the position he occu- 
pied at Andersonville. He was not capable 
of leading any movement, but was apt un- 
der a skillful leader. 

Henry Wirz was over forty years of age, 
medium bight, slim in physical proportion. 
He had a common, inexpressive face. He 
arrived in Louisville in 18T>3, and entered 
the service of Dr. Edward Caspari, who at 
that time kept the hydropathic establish- 
ment at the corner of Second and Guthrie 
streets. Wo remember him as an obsequi- 
ous, cringing and sycophantic servant, 
when giving baths to our citizens. .During 
the time he was employed with Dr. Cas- 
pari, a wealthy family from Natchez, Mis- 
sissippi, came to the establishment. Wirz 
represented to this family that he under- 
stood the practice of medicine, and obtained 
the situation of practicing on several of the 
plantations near Natchez. He left Dr. 
Caspari in 1S64, and proceeded to his uew 
field of labor. - The position not only gave 
him a respectable income, but a good posi- 
tion in society. In a short time he attained 
a large practice, and became very well off. 
He was not deficient in that smoothness 
and cunning which would advance his 
own interests, and he therefore prospered 
for years. What his career was during the 
rebellion will perhaps never be fully 
known. 

Wirz was brought to this ciiy a prisoner 
early in May last. He prevailed upon the 
officer having him in charge to take him to 
see his old employer, Dr. Caspari. The Dr. 
when called upon, found Wirz in a hack, 
wrapped in an old horse blanket, with the 
remnants of an old straw hat upon his head. 
He was indeed a pityful object to behold. 
Dr. Caspari could not recognize him. Wirz 
introduced himself, stating his distressed 
condition. He told the Dr. that he had 
been a prisoner at Chattanooga; that a 
number of soldiers had broken into his cell, 
torn bis clothes oil', broken his arm, and 
murdered, and his house burned. Nothing had nearly killed him before he was res-

.Sentence of den. Rrlscoe Remitted— Ves- 
sels at (luarautiue— Im estimation of 
the St. John Disaster. 

New York, N07. 9.— The Post's Wash- 
ington special says that Gen. Briscoe was 
aentencea to five years' imprisonment, -but 
was released by order of the Secretary of 
Wwr for his gallant services during the 
war. 

Dr. Turner aud other passengers of the 
Atlanta have addressed another letter to 
Mayor Gunther, thanking him for the in- 
terest manifested in their behalf and for his 
promises to do all in bis power to shorten 
their duration in quarantine. 

The bark Chilton, from Havana, is re- 
ported to have ruu the quarantine guard. 
The Mayor dire-jted the Captain t o take her 
back. 

Coroner Wildey continued the investiga- 
tion of the St. .John disaster. The foreman 
of the jury called attention to the publish- 
ed statement of Mr. King, of Ithica, that 
the engineer was asleep shortly before the 
explosion and that the boilers were very 
hot. The Coroner further stated that the 
owners of the St. John wished p, thorough 
investigation and would pay the expenses 
that may aecruc. He was willing to adjourn 
ti e investigation lor a week or ten days la 
order to secure the testimony of Mr. King. 
The investigation is still going ou. 

Convention of Colored People. 

Pouqukkkpsie, N. Y., Nov. 9.— The 
State Convention of colored people adjourn- 
ed at a late hour Wednesday night! The 
proceedings throughout were very har- 
monious, and of an instructive nature. A 
State central committee was appointed to 
urge franchise and other questions affect- 
ing the interests of the colored Americans. 
Previous to the final adjournment of the 
Convention the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, Tnat this Convention is of the 
opinion that there should be a representa- 
tion of colored men in the city of Wash- 
ton from different sections, to be there dur- 
ing the session of Congress, supported by 
the people whose duty it should be to urge 
upon the members of Congress the impor- 
tance of having the status of colored Amer- 
icans so fixed iu the land thai his color 
shall not be a bar to his occupying any po- 
sition, or to the enjoyment ol all the rights 
that appertain to citizenship. 

Quite a number of counties were repre- 
sented, the delegates from which returned 
to their respective homes to-day. 

The Cholera— Cases on the Atlanta. 

Nkw York, Nov. 9.— The surgeon of the 
Atlanta states that the majority of her pas- 
sengers are emigrants from Switzerland 
and the Southern part of Germany. They 
came by way of Paris, where the cholera is 
raging, to Havana, and while there several 
died iu boarding-houses, attended by Gov- 
ernment physicians. Unusual facilities 
were afforded for their shipment, and the 
anxiety to place them on shipboard was ao 
great as to excite the suspicious of the offi- 
cers of the ship. Since the passengers were 
removed from the ship but few cases have 
occurred, and those were of the mildest 
form. We may reasonably hope for the 
speedy disappearance of the malady.

Indian Commission. 

Wasiiim.ton', Nov. 9.— Information has 
been received at the Indian Bureau from 
the Commissioner now in the Indian coun- 
try treating with the Indians, that the sea- 
sou is so liar advanced that they are appre- 
hensive of a severe winter and the closing 
Of navigation, which it is desirable to escape 
if possible, but owing to the importance of 
the duly of the Commission, and in view of 
the evident decision on the part of the In- 
dians to stop the shedding of blood, the 
Commissioners will remain as long as pos- 
sible, so as to accomplish all the good that 
cun be done. 

Destitution in Georgia aud North Caroli- 
na—Schools. 

Ntw York, Nov. 9. — The agent of the 
American Union, in Georgia, reports the 
children without the privileges of schools; 
into whites suffer for food at Atlanta. There 
is great suffering In prospect, unless help 
conies. Many are without shelter, and sleep 
wherever night overtakes them. 

Five hundred children are there without 
schools. 

The Governors of North Carolina and 
Tennessee offer all the aid in their power to 
promote the interests of education. 

Great destitution prevails in ~ 
lina. ^ 

Maryland Election. 

. Baltimore, Nov. 9.— Returns from the 
Eastern shore indicate the defeat of Spen- 
cer, the Union candidate forjudge in the 
Twelfth Judicial District, and the election 
of Franklin. In one District of Montgom- 
ery county no election took place; the judges 
appointed being disqualified citizens, the 
registers refused to let them have a list of 
the registered voters. 

The Union party have elected feur out of 
the five Judges voted for in the State. 

Later returns from twelve judicial dis- 
trict* indicate the defeat of Spencer 
(ltepublican), and the election of Franklin. 
It is reported that in some of the districts 
the registration law was entirely disregard- 
ed, and the votes of all taken. 

Russian Railroad Contract -Efforts in 
Hehalf of Wtn» 

New York, Nov. 9. — The Commercial's 
Washington special says the Russian Gov- 
ernment has renewed the contract with 
Winana, of Baltimore, for keeping up the 
rolling stock on the St. Petersburg and 
Moscow Railroad. 

There is a great pressure made to secure 
the commution of the death sentence of 
Wirz.

Washinoton, November 9.— Colonel Don 
Domengo P. Sormiento was to-day intro- 
duced to the President by the Secretary of 
State, and delivered his credentials as Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extraor- 
dinary of the Argentine Republic. He mad* 
the following remarks on the occasion: Tte 
letter of credence appointing me Minister 
Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extraordinary 
of the Argentine Republic to the United 
States, comes directed to the lamented 
Abraham Lincoln, whose death took plae« 
about ths time of my arrival here. It is re- 
newed now, in accordance with diplomatic 
custom, and directed to yourself. I am in- 
structed bv my Government to express to 
you, in placing it in your hands, the pro- 
found grief whi h the Argentine people feel 
on account of the tragical event, and also 
to congratulate you upon the honor of suc- 
ceeding that noble victim in the work of 
securing the prosperity of this great Re- 
public. 

Our own country formerly, as your 
Excellency weir knows, constituted a 
portion of the Vioeroyalty of Buenos 
Ayres, and less by the will of her states- 
men than by the force of circumstances aud 
the unfolding of events, the revolution has 
been completed and federal organization 
constituted. The only step which has been 
the result of deliberate forethought was to 
conform its institutions to your own. Your 
institutions were taken as our lesson and 
model, which relieved us from th« necessi- 
ty of inventing new political combinations, 
which might be dangerous, inasmuch as 
they would lack the sanction of experience. 
So it has come to pass that in questions 
that are raised by its politic il workiugs 
Story, and your other commentators, are 
consulted, and their doctrines followed, as 
are the deaisions of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in analagous cases in the 
jurisprudence of our own tribunals. Nor 
will the solution which the recent war has 
given to diputed paints be bJiien of in- 
struction to our Goj/ernment. 

It is well understood, moreover, that it 
would not be autficieut to adopt mere forms 
if we did not establish a republic on the ba- 
sis upon which it rests, by developing the 
intelligence of the paople there by a system 
of Government education. 

To the names of Washington, Franklin, 
and Liucoln is to be added to-day that of 
Horace Mann, to be respected by our peo- 
ple, and to serve the purpose of improving 
the leasous which they have left to human- 
ity. A system of public education enriches 
and perpetuates liberty, and renders your 
republic in America synonymous with 
prosperous and intelligent people.

Fioui Europe— The Cholera Conference- 
More Troops lor Mexico— The Tomb of 
v Palinerstou. 

New York, Nov. 9.— The Bremen and 
Southampton steamship America arrived 
at this port yesterday, with details of 
Europeou news to the 25th of October. 

Among the powers which, besides Eng- 
land and Turk v, have made known their 
intention of taking part in the conference 
for the purpose of studying means for pre- 
venting or repressing the cholera, are Aus- 
tria, Prussia, Spain, Portugal, the Roman 
States, Bavaria, Saxony, Hanover, Wur- 
temburg, the Haugiatia towns, Denmark, 
Lenedin, Belgium, Holland, Greece, and 
Baden. 

In regard to complications in French and 
Americau a Hairs the Independence Beige 
says: The intention of the Frence govern- 
ment to continue the occupation of Mexico 
beyond what is absolutely necessary, and 
thereby to remove all cause of dispute with 
the United States, is more decided than 
ever. It is even said a speech from the 
throne at the next meeting of the Freuch 
Chambers will announce the immediate 
and entire evacuation of Mexico by the 
French troops. 

The Belgium papers, of the 23J, say ne- 
gotiations have been completed for a new 
corps of Belgium troops for Mexico, consist- 
ing of a regiment of cavalry of 
seven squadrons, two of which will leave in 
January. 

An Euglish paper says the spot selected 
iu Westminster Abbey as the last resting 
place of the late Premier is in the north 
transept, where lie buried Castlereagh, Wil- 
berlorce, Canning, Charles, James, Fox, 
Earl of Chatham and his brilliant son, and 
host of others whose names l ave adorned 
this country's history. 

The London Times, of the 25th, says: We 
have to settle the affairs with America to 
our mutual satisfaction, and Lord Russell 
has his baud in it, and that is the most, 
perhaps the only, reason why he should be 
Premier. Yiewed in this light he is a ne- 
cessity, like medicine. The nation must 
take him, even though it makes a wry face.

dent— Swiss Coosul General Asks that 
Sentence be Commuted. 

Washington, November 9.— Louis Shade, 
consul for Wirz, had an interview with 
the President to-day by appointment, 
his object being to procure a commutation 
of sentence. The President listened to M r. 
Shade's representation and said to him that 
he would ao the best he could. 

This morning the Chancellor of the Swiss 
Consul General visited Wirz and informed 
him that the Consul General had prepared a 
petition asking the President to commute 
the sentence, and he inquired whether the 
Consul could do anything for him; when 
the prisoner replied, he regretted to say the 
proffered assistanca came at the last hour, 
and that the refusal of the Consul to receive 
iu behalf of his defense did him immense 
harm, more as it came from the representa- 
tive of his native country, and while he was 
thankful for the offer he couldn't aocept. 

The prisoner was asked by a lady to-day 
whether be had hoped as to another world". 
He replied: "Madam, I have hoped; the 
greatest sinner has hope, and why should 
not I, feeling myself innocent of the charges 
for which I have to suffer." 

Mr. Shade is to have a final interview 
to-morrow morning before 6 o'clock, after 
which no one bnt his spiritual adviser is to 
converse with them. 

Gen. lirisroe's Case-Ills Sentence— Dav.'s' 
Trial. 

Washington, Nov. 9.— The sentence of 
Gen. Brisco was promulgated. He is 
cashiered and dishonorably dismissed from 
the service, and forever disqualified from 
holding office under thfi United States 
Government. He forfeits all pay and al- 
lowances due, and is sentenced to five years 
imprisonment. The findings and sentence 
were approved. In consideration of the 
high testimony to his previous good char- 
acter and gallantrv by Gens. Meade, Han- 
cock, si in email, Gibbous, Terry and 
Sickles, the portion of the sentence impos- 
sing imprisonment is remitted. General 
Brisco was this morning discharged from 
custody. 

It is known that I* resident Johnson has 
expressed the greatest rnxiety to bring to 
legal issue the question whether treason is 
crime, and whether it can, as such, be pun- 
ished. 

The Chief Justice has expressed the opin- 
ion to the President that a speoial court in 
a district under martial law can only act by 
the sanction and under the supervision of 
the military power, and he positively as- 
serts that he couldu't think that it becomes 
Justices of the Supreme Court to exercise 
jurisdiction under such conditions.

Washington, Nov. 9. — United States 
Marshal Bullitt has telegraphed to Wash- 
ington as follows: 

Nkw Oki.ea>s, Nov. 7. — We owe to the 
perfect administration of the Government 
the most orderly election ever known iu 
New Orleans. The President's policy ,as rep- 
resented by Gov. Wells is triumphant by 
an overwhelming majority — by over 6,000 
in the city. The remainder of the State 
will follow in the same tra k. 

It has been ascertained that BB per cent, 
of 640 officers of the Veteran Reserve Corps 
have been wounded in battle, some of them 
as many as seven times; B per cent, have 
become disabled from other causes and 10 
percent, from diseases contracted in the 
line of duty; 91 have undergone amputa- 
tion, and there were eight dissections of 
one.

She will 
carry 800 to 1000 bales of cotton, She is 
handsomely fitted up, and is splendidly 
furnished, and is the first cotton boat fin- 
ished at our port for the South since the re- 
bellion broke out, The first clsrk is Mr. L 
C. Alexander, a clever and attentive offi- 
cer. She leaves on Wednesday for the sun- 
ny South." 

'Nashville Bridge.— The Banner says

embankment of the road in Edgefield is 
being raised. It id thought by steamboat- 
men at this place that boats can go under it 
without lowering their chimneys at the 
highest stage of the water. The bridge is 
to be wider than formerly, with sidings for 
pedestrians.
